CABA BLANCA. August 10.—A large
force of Moors descended on the French
camp Sunday morning but were repulsed
after a sharp confliet. Fifty Algerian
horsemen  under the command of &
French officer were firsl sent against the
Moors who repulsed thom. They rallied
and walted for reinforeements, Then
thay drove the Moors back.

The fight lasted from seven to eleven,
The French used the machine guns with
deadly effect,

The cruiser Glorio shelled the fleld of
the Algerinn sharpshooler each one was
Killed and several wounded. A dosen
horses were killed.

The Freneh believe the main body of
Moors did not make thelr appearance.

Para-
fols at #450 each, imported gowns eost-
ing $5000 apiece, sots of Russian sables
and ermine by the doxen sets from
5000 to §10,000 a set, automobiles,

Mr. Morris testified that his mother
was in the habit of giving away large
sums in cash and checks to what he
termed {he “gang of hangers-on and
graiters” that has bled her for tens of
thousands, The interesting amd surpris-
ing testimony was given by the son that
Mrs, Qurtiss only commands a personal
income of 83800 pen year.
